At a. meeting of the British subjects resident in 
Hope, held on the 19th March, 1860, £u. the pur- 
pose of talcing into consideration the pi^sent po- 
litical condition of the Colony of Britisli Columbia, 
and the means of redressing the grievances now 
borne by tlio colonists, — Mr. Whitford liaving 
been elected Cliairman, and Mr. Thompson, Sec- 
retary, — the following resolutions were unani- 
mously aaopted : . . 
ttit^lV That, in the opinion of this meeting, an abso- 
lute form of ROTernnaenl is not suited to this Colo- 
ny ; but a representative soveroment is 'most con- 
si'sti nt with the.Tiefra and yiihes of the people of 
British ColumblaV to' insure its progress and de- 
velop its resources. 

2. That the time has now arrived for the peojilc 
of liritish Columbia to address ller Majesty's Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies on the political 
grievances under which liicy are sulfcrini;, to re- 
quest his Grace to lay such representations before 
Her Majesty , and to solicit Her Majesty lo grant 
the people of JBritish Columbia a representative 
governiaent. 

3- That this meeting desires to express, in the 
strongest terms, its disapprobation at the neglect 
of the intoreitH of British Columbia, and the in- 
sults offered to the wliole Colony, by the absent<!c- 
ism and non-residenec of IIi.s Excellency Governor 
Douglas, Mr. Cary, Attorney-General of liritish 
Columbia, member of the I^egislativc A.ssembl'y of 
Vancouver Island, Cspt. Gcssett, II. E., Treasurer 
and Postiiiaslcr-Gciieral for liritish Columbia, Mr. 
Cooper, Harbor Master for liritish Columbia. 

The Secretary having read the memorial recent- 
ly drawn up at a public mceti':g held at New 
Westmtnater, and intended to be forwarded to tlic 
Duke of Newcastle, principal Secretary of State 
for the Colony, asking for a Legislative Assem- 
bly and relief from the xrievances now endured 
by this Colony, it was, on motion, unanimously 
adopted that tlie meeting heartily approves of the 
memorial now reaii, and recommends'ita aignature 
by all liritish subjects resident in and haTiUg at 
heart the welfare of the Colony.

Meeting at Port Douglas. 
At a public meeting conTened at Douglas, D. C, 
on Monday, March 12, to take into consideration 
the political state of the Colony and the propriety 
of petitioning the Homo GoviTnini'nt for n reprc 
sciitative form of government, Mr. A. F. Jamie- 
son was unanimously elected Chairman, and John 
O'Brien appointed Secretary. The following reso- 
lutions were then brought forward and unanimous- 
ly adopted : 

lletolvcii, That it is the opinion r,f this meeting 
the present system of 1,'inernnu'nt is unsiilled to 
this Colony, and that a rcpriscntutivi' form is de- 
sired by the people of British Colv.nibia. 

Reiolved, That, in the opinion of ,tlii.s nin ting. 
the non-resi'dence of .the .omcials of British Culmo- 
bia has been a serious detrtmeni to the progress of 
this Colony and an inbonvenience tu its inhabit- 
ants, and that this , meeting do express in the 
Etiongest terms its disapprobation of the absentee- 
ism of its ofiiciais. 

Resolved, That this meeting approves of the 
course adopted by the l itizens of New Westmins- 
ter in memorialising Her Majesty's principal 
Secretary for the Colonies, for a licpresenlative 
Gnvcrnniont, believing it to be the only constitu- 
tional means of redres8i:ig our governmental 
grievances. 

Resolved, That the present system of taxation 
is unjust and unwise, inasmuch as it does not 
bear equally on certain portions of the Colony and 
its inhabitants.

Smoking a Cavse or Insahitt.— The 

terrible ravages which tobacco is making 

on the bodies and tnind of the young seems 
10 be attracting the attention of niedieal 
men in various parts of the world. In a 
pamphlet just issued by Dr. Seymour of 
London, on private Lunatic Asylums, and 
the cause of insanity of late years, the doc- 
tor doruniiices willi emphasio .ftS. one of the 
producing causes, the immoderate smokinc 
indulged in by boys anil young men at the 
universities and " larger scliools, now called 
colleges." The doctor's remarks are as ap- 
plicable lo Iho youlhs of this coiinliy as to 
those of Europe. No one conversant with 
disease can doubt that excessive smoking, 
especially in the case of youn^ people, must 
he highly injnriou.s lo both minJ and body. 
Its effect is to dejiress the circulation — ibo 
heart becomes weak, irregular in its action, 
and the pulse is sciircely lo be fell. The 
victim becomes irresolnte and nervous, his 
appetite fails, and his mind fills with ima- 
ginary evils. This may continue for years, 
but at length the smoker dies often sudden- 
ly; then examination has shown that the 
muscular structure of the hoait is imperfect 
in its action; Ihu left side is thin, and in 
some cases, in which sudden death has oc- 
(jVirrod, there has been found little more 
than a strip of muscular fibre left on that 
side.

Colonial Aooounts. 
The long lookeJ-fur reliirurt of iho reve- 
nuH, expeiiililiire and iiulebimliiess of tlie 
Lol'.iny wt're 8ubmitieil lo the A-isernbly on 
Tui'-diiy Ihsi. Naiurally we expucled to 
find ilin accounls free from ull iiinbiyiiily 
and ciiinpleie. In this wo are thoroughly 
disHp|iointed. Iiisleail of finding them giy- 
iiiu a siiucinct 6l»t(tnient uf the revenue and 
expenses of the Col6^y, from and sir.co its 
oruanizHtion'iii 1849.'-. the accounts submit- 
ted only commence in l^eptembpr 1853, not- 
withstanding the meRcu^eof His Excellency, 
which stated "that they are complete from 
1849. From this il wouKI nppear thai there 
was no revenue and no fxperiditnre eiiher 
in or for the Cohiny for a period of four 
ye:irs, from 1849 t 18.')3. If ihere wore no 
larui .sold from 1849 Ui ISS,"!, tlici-e was prob- 
ably no ri'ViMiiu'. But e.vpdiiditure tiiere 
was unqnL'.-lionalily. During tiiat period 
there were two Governor.s and other em- 
plojes of government ; and allhouyh there is 
no account of any. 8ala|ies ^jteiup paid, nor 
of the expenaeA'Conneoted N^ith the organi- 
zation of the Colony in- England, Bli(l we 
ncline to the opinion that they exif<t, and 
will be found iti tt)e archives of the Hudxon 
Boy House ift Fenchureh street. Even His 
Evcelleiicy'.s me-isagB hints at the existence 
oT oilier acoouais, fur he says thai those sub- 
mitted "are their accounts at th.it place." To 
this point, therefore, wo urye the particular 
attention of the Legislature. 

In schedule No. 3, we find what purport.s 
to be a balance-sheet between the Colorjy 
and the Hudson liay Company. In 1863, 
the Colony was dehiteil with i2.069 7s. Od . 
and credited with i;i,120 lU. 10. — ieaviiiij 
a balance of £948 12.s. 2d. In 1854, the 
debit account was £4,006 3s. 4d., includinii 
the balance. The credit for the same pe. iod 
was £3 631 10a. Ud. 'jn ISSS, the dobit is 
jEll,550 16s. 6.I., and the credit is £11. K08 
4s. IQUd.' In 1856, the debit is'£8,136 iGs. 
9J. ; the credit, including a balance from 
1855 of £257 Ss.ifKd., is £;;,fiilO 158. 5Kd, 
In 1857, the debit, including a balance of 
£6,6:6 l.i. 3«d. from 1856. is £9.996 8s. 
6«d,, and the credit XI, 827 16s. 9d. In 
1858, the debit, includini; a balance of 
£8,168 lis. 8>m1., is £8,9j7 13s. 7>.'d., and 
the credit £4,253 10s. lOd. To November 
lOlh, 1859, the (ifbit, including a balance 
from 1858 of £4.701 'Js. 9!.'d., is £22,09(3 7s. 
iKil. No credit n f^iven to the Colony 
during 1859, and consequently the debit, at 
the end of the year, owing to the Hudson 
Bay Company was £22,096 7s. l^d. 

What the items on either the debit or 
credit oide of the balance sheet are, it is 
impossible to glean from the aooouni': be- 
fore us, with the exception of an item heic 
and Ihere, The principal items in the ilebit 
are '-Enr Trade A'ccts." aru " Land Sales ;" 
and the same general heads represent 
charsjes on the credit side. Hence, the 
nalnral inference is that the Colony has 
been buyin;^ from and selling land to the 
Company. I bis possibly may be true, inas- 
much as the latter had the grant of the entire 
Island ; but the lar^e items, entitled " Fur 
Trade Acets ," inust'biS|lefttb fulstja^invesli- 
gatioii to (li.scover, when a'udired!^ 

There are, however, two other accoui.ts 
for'18S8 and 1859, between the Colony and 
the Hudsori Bay^ninpany, that go more into 
detajl j but they dJITer from ilhe balance- 
sheet, Schedule No. 1, under head of re- 
ceipts for land, licetiseM, fines, customs. 
Governor's draft on the Trust Fund of the 
Builson Bay Conip:iiiy, gives £ 1 3, 1 16 7s. 5d. 
as the entire rcvenno for the year endiii!,' 
October 31, 18.58; whilst the balance-sheet 
shows only £4.253 lOs. lOil. Disbursements 
for the same perioil are set down at £9 ()51 
18s. Cd,, and the balance-fheet shows only 
£789 Is, lid. In schedule No. 2 the reve- 
nue for the year ending Nov. 10, 1859, is, 
atatedatX793 lis. 3d,, and the expenditure 
■ at £18,185 15s. 7d.-^leaving a balance 
iigainst the ColoTiy of £17,392 48. 4d.; whilst 
the'balani^B'sheet nhows a debit of £22,096 
78» r^<d., and no credit. Against the latter 
sum which is set fotth in schedule 4, aa due 
the Hudson Bay Company, we have as an 
otl'sel, iiislalinenls due on sales of land from 
IS.'tS to J8fi3, amounting to £28,126 18s, 5d., 
to vvliich must be added .£6,250 for land 
Hold at (Jovernrnont House — whatever that 
means. None of the instalments for 1858 or 
'59 appear lo have been paid. Why the 
balance-sheet does not agren with the spe- 
cial exhibits in schedules 1 and 2, remains 
a subject foi inquiry. • i ■ 

As an ofTset to (ho {ndebtedness of the 
Colgny, a farorable showing is made in 



St heilule Nj. 5, of the public buildings and 
other properly of the Colony at their actual 
cost. From thi.s it appears that the school- 
houses, churoh, pai'sonngo, bridges, new 
buildings, engine-s, Victoria streets, and the 
41 miles of road in the Colony cost £25,- 
581 7s. 6d. 

From an abstract furnished by Treasurer 
Gos.^ett of revenue and expenditure for 
seven months ending December 1859, there 
appears as revenue £6,443 63. Od., and 
expenditure £7,851 Os. Id., leaving a bal- 
ance due tiie treasurer of £1,207 Ha. Id- 
In addition to this, strange as it is, Mr. 
Gosaetl states that the Land Office has 
received and disbursed £6^^788 9s. 7d. dur- 
ing the same period without duly payin^' it 
over. 

Taking the whole accounts laiil before 
the Hou.so together, it is impossible to tell 
what is the financial condition of the Colony. 
In the meantime, whilst waiting for more 
light, we shall furnish our readers occasion- 
ally with some curious items from the 
accounts rendered. 



A Fugitive Slave Case. 

The Northern and boutliern States and 
Canada are not to have all the fu{{itivo 
slave cases to themselves, hereafter. Van- 
couver Islaml and Washington Territory 
intend to come in for their share of the 
spurt ill fuluie — even if the subjects are not 
of (juile so dark a shade as those who occa 
sionally agitate our Eastern . friends out of 
their propriety. ^ 

:A ma^ known as " Yank," of Port Towns- 
end, on a recent visit to Victoria, found a 
young girl belonging to the Cheraakum 
tribe of Washington Territory, who had 
bee i stolen some time before, and held as n 
slave by the Songish Indians, and took her 
to her relations at Port Townsend in a boat. 
Her parents and friends were in great gU'C 
at her return, and held a grand dance. In 
a few days afterwards, however, a " big In- 
jun" arrived at Port Townsend, ami pre- 
sented a letter from one Pbjiip M. Nnnl. 
employed in Governor Douglas' office, to J. 
G. Swan, Ju.«tice of the Peace, which stated 
that he (Nind) was directed by His ExoeU 
lency, the Governor of Vanconver Island, to 
state that tlie bearer of the note was a native 
of Vancouver, and that he was in search of 
a wife or daughter who had cilher fied or 
had been luicibly abducteil, and recorn- 
meniled ttie case to the consideration of the 
aiithoiilies of Wa.shiiigton Teiritoiy. 

Justice Swan, after diligent inijuiry, ar- 
rived at the true facts of the case, aiul wrote 
a reply to Mr. Nind (which he sent by the 
bereaved slave-owner), lo the ell'ect that the 
girl claimed had been held as a shire, and 
as there was "no law between the United 
States and Gieat Britain relative lo the ren- 
dition of fugitive slaves," he bad no juris- 
diction in the caise. 

So the affair rests at present. The poor 
fugitive is freed from the persecutions of 
hei former iiiliuiiian owner, ai d lest-; se- 
ciirclv from her labors in the honin -if her 
childhood ; while the Indian who lias lust 
his drudge, will probably content iMinself 
with the purchase or theft of a siiL-stitiitu 
from Koiiio one of the various tribts on the 
coast. 

Ar His Old Taicxs. — .lohn Jones, the 
notorious Indian whisky seller, was arresiei.1 
by ofiicer Taylor, near the liu'ht-houso at the 
entrance of the harbor, on Thursday, in the 
act of supplying natives wiih liglitiiing. 
Judge Pemberton fined iiiin £20, and or- 
dered him to liiid two sureties of £1U0 each) 
and himeelf in £200, to be of good behavior 
in future. In default, he will be sent to the 
chain-gang. 



FiAiirMQUAi; t; at Oi.n La.ngi.ev. — The 
shock of an earthquake was felt at Old 
Langley on Monday afternoon, at 3 o'cl.;ck. 
The motion seemed to be from east to west. 
The shake was uccumpanied by a rumbling 
noise, and the good people ot the town 
rushed from their, bouses into the street and 
vacant lots. The buildings vrere shaken 
violently. 

A hcrso attached to a dray hacked 
over the string-piece of Little's wharf, on 
Thursday af.ernoon, and fell upon the deck 
of a schooner. The horse's back was broken 
and the dray smashed. They were the 
property of Mr. T. W. Ayles. The string- 
piece is represented to b^ too 'low for 
the purpose for which it is used, 

House of Assembly. — The House was 
not in session on Thursday. Seven mem- 
bers constitute a quorum, but only lour 

were present.

Daring E'Tglary and Attempt at Murder. 

About hall-past three 1 'clock yesterday 
morii'ng, Mr. J. T. I'idwell was awakened 
by the hnid cries of his children, who occu- 
pied a room adjoining his own. Proceeding 
to the apartment, Mr. Pidwell met a m.v\ 
on the threshhold, with whom he immedi- 
ately grajjpled, at the same timo calling for 
assistance, ilev. K. Robson, of Fort Hope, 
who was sleeping in the house, heard the 
cries and hastened to assist. Before he 
reached the^spot, the burglar bad succerded 
in drawing sNioll's six-shooter and fired it 
at Mr. Pidwell,^ut, happily, without injur- 
ing that gentleman. The villain then re- 
cocked his weapon, and as Mr. Robson laid 
hold of him. placed the pistol close to the 
reverend gentlemiin's head and fired again; 
but hrs .lim was uncertain in the dark, and 
the ball luckily missed Mr. R. aiul lodged 
in one of the partitions of the room. Noth- 
ing daunted, .Mr. Robson laid hold of the 
fellow, and with the aid of Mr. Fid'.vell, Jr., 
who had been attracted thither by the noise, 
the three soon laid him prostrate, and bound 
him hand 'and'foot. . . 

ORioer Andrews was then sent for, and 
the desperado was conveyed to }ail, where 
he wait 'searched, and a purimonnaie, con- 
taining S50, and a skeleton key and a pair 
of nippers found on his person. This morn- 
ing the case was called in the Police Court, 
auil afti r healing the evidence the Judge 
sent the case up to the Court of Sessions. 
The porlmonnaie found on the prisoner was 
identified by Mr. Robson as belonging to 
him ; consequently the supposition is that 
he had entered Mr. R.'s room first, and 
rifled his pockets belore p-coceedLng to the 
children's aparttnent, The prisoner gave 
the name, of Fiittieia Wro. Perry to the 
ofnccr, but on being brought into Court gave 
that of Francis Birney. He has been em- 
ployed in filin» butchers' saws, for some 
time back, and has not haen looked upon as 
a bail character. Too ranch paise cannot 
be accordeil to the Messrs. Pidwell and iMr. 
Kohson lor their cunrago in retaining hold 
of the piisoner at the risk of their lives. 



A Chase in the Dabk — Arrest or an 
Absconding Dbbtob. — About 12 o'clo<:k 
on Wednesday night, information was ob- 
tained that a man named Jacobi, who has 
kept a small grocery store on Government 
street, near Johnson, bad left in a boat for 
Port Townsend, to avoid the just payment 
of his debts. Five of his crediloi:^ iiiiine- 
diately procured two boats, aiul starleii in 
|)ur-uit of the fugitive. Opposite Beacon 
Hill, one of the boats, containing Mr. G. 
Vignolo and .Mr. .S. Martin, turned hack, 
inltniiliiig lo iiive up the cliase, wlien they 
met a bout, which, upon e.vamination, lin y 
found to contain two. boatmen and Jacol>i. 
Mr. Vignolo asked the parties in charge of 
the boat, what sum (hey would require i» 
take himself and Mr, . Martin back to Yio- 
toria. They replied S40, whieh sum was 
paid, and Jacob! and his two creditors soon 
reached the wharf, whcie the Sheriff was in 
waiting, and convi'yed the wonhl-be ab- 
sconder to jail, where he still remains. 
Vestorday morning, Messrs. Vignolo and 
Maitiii appealed in Court lo answer a charge 
of assault prel'erreil by .laeobi. In eon.^e- 
(luenci! ol the Sherilf refu>ing to produco 
the prosecutor, his counsel (Mr. Wight) 
asked for an adjournment of the case until 
Monday, which request the Judge complied 
with. Jacobi is a defaulter to the amount 
of nearly 85,000— about $3,000 of which he 
had obtained within the laAt ten days. The 
goods he has' sold at less than cost and 
pocketed the proceeds. We are requested 
to state that no pistol or other weapon was 
drawn or iised by any of the parties engaged 
in the arrest. Yesterday afternoon Jacobi 
consented to deliver up a large quantity of 
the goods to his creditors, ami was released 
by the Sheritl. The goods will be sold on 
Tuesday next by J. A. AlcCroa, aiiotioneer. 



— A 
man, whose name is said to be Riloy, was 
stabbed by an Indian at Old Langley, on 
Wednesday night last. He was cut in va- 
rious parts of the body; one stab in his ab- 
domen caused tho bowels to protrude.
